How it Feels 
to be Wounded 


‘Vivid, Descriptive Letter 
French Soldier 
Extracts from a letter of a noh- 
commissioned officer fighting on the 
Northern French frontier, in which 
he relates the various phases of the 
battle in which he was wounded, are 
published by the “Echo -o Paris.” 
The captain, he writes, gave the or- 
der to attack and we were absolutely 
forbidden to retizu.. We captured a 
village and occupied’ the German 
trenches, and fired thousands of shots 
in order to prevent a courter-attack. 
Shells fell ike hail and the groans of 
the dying were terrible to hear. 
.Suddenly I felt as if I had beea

touched with a red hot poker. A bullet: 


had grazed my temple, and Llood be- 
gan to trickle dowr but mechanically 
I continued to ghoot and incessantly 
gave the order, “Ready! fire!” 

A moment later - receivel a stun- 
ning blow on the. head, as if with a 
club; my rifle wa’ jerkei out of my 
hands; I saw stars, and,. losing con- 
sciousness, | felis to :ne bottom of the 
trench: ‘ : : 

The corporal_at my side called to 
me. I started out of. my torpor. and 
feit mys.lf.. Nothing was broken, but 
blood was streaming down by face, 
and my eyes were full of it. I took 
a pull irom my flask and tried to open 
my tunic, bt saw that my fingers 
were crushed and were bleeding cop- 
iously. A . 

Seeing that was all I turned to my 
men and noticed that they were no 
longer firing, ana told them to resume. 
their volleys. . However, I was really 
exhausted, and feeling that. I could do 
nothing more I turned to the corporal 
and told him to make the men go on 
with their rapid: fe. 

I turned round and called a goldier I 
knew to dregs my wounds. He was 
dead. I kissed him and called to an- 
other man. He ~ ag sitting down, but, 
alas! he was dead, too. I'went further 
and still: further—caead and more 
dead. , 

It was the end of the attack. I had 
done my duty. I returned to my start- 
ing point, where I asked the corporal 
to dress my wounds. I then left the 
trench, and after crawling 800 metres 
(about 880 yards) on my stomach I ar- 
rived amid a dreadful rain of shelis at 
the ambulance corps.

To Sell Grain to the Allies 


Conveydd. to Western f€urope by 
Archangel and Viativostock 

An important result of the confer. 
ence of tHe ministers of finance of 
Great Britain, France and Russia im 
Paris is, according to an article by 
Dr. E. J. Dillon in the Daily Telegraph 
that the vast supplies of cereals now 
hoarded up in Russia will be sold and 
conveyed to-Western Europe by way 
of Archangel and Vladivostock. 

The cost of cunveyance will be cut 
down to the: -owest limits by the in- 
troduction of especial: freights. This 
reduction in the cost of transporta- 
tion, taken together with the low 
prices of foodstuffs which now rule 
in Russia, and the exceptionally 
abundant crops in Siveria, -vill em 
able the exporter to sell corn to the 
‘Allies ‘at rates which cannot but 
have a beneficial effect.on the mar 
kets generally from the consumer’s 
point of view. 

“As ong as Russia had to keep 
her foodstuffs within her .own 
boundaries..other corr-growing..coun- 
tries,” Doctor Dilluy remarks, “had it 
in their power ‘to raise p ices to 
their hearv'é content. But once the 
Allies find it to their advantage, to 
draw on Russias granaries, supply 
and demand will tend to be equak 
ized and toodstuffs will become pre 
portisnately cheape>.” : 

This transaction, ‘which was um 
animously agreed pon by the 
t.ree ministers, wili further have 
the effect of lightenirg the burden 
of Russia’s indcbtedness aud of: com 
tributing to a_better rate of em» 
change.

Canadian Manufacturers Praised For 
Adapting Themselves to New: 
Conditions. 

,. The arrangements brought about by 
the meeting of the finance ministers 
of France, Russia and this country 
have special interest for Canaja, says 
a despatch from Lonaon. The decision 
to proceed jointiy with their pur- 
chases means that the Dominion will 
secure an even Led share ot the 
war contracts of France and Rvssia 
than soe has in the past. Each week 
that the war lasts empnarizes that tue 
capacity of the motherland to. mia:n- 
tain. the production of the immense 
supplies reyuifed for the British army | 
alone is severely taxed. Added to tiis | 
great pressure s the task of repieu-! 
ishing tue supplies of the vast armies 
of France and Russia, which bas been 
attacked most loyasiy, and even at the 
cost of delaying orders for the sritish 
forces. But even the old country, 
whica has surprised everyone by ber 
remarkable vy..ality, has her limits, 
and one reads the signs in a hundred 
ways. Production will »e accelerat- 
ed. still more, but outside assistarce 

must ve.secured. > 

Canadian manufacturers have scor- 
ed distinctively by the way they have 
adapted themselves to new conditions. 
I heard from a well-informed source, 
that the authorities here had contract- 
ed to take away every shell that a 
well-known Toronto firm could turn 
out until the end of August, a firm, by 
the remotest connection with the pro- 
duction of war material: until within 
the last few months. This is-not only 
interesting as an indication of what is 
expected in regard to the duration of 
the war by the authorities here, but 
goes to show that on Canadian manu- 
facturers, in increasing measure, will 
depend the production of supplies I 
also learn that the Russia government 
have placed an order for shells with 
another Toronto firm whose represent- 
ative has just returned from Petro- 
grad, and doubtless the same condi- 
tion applies to firms in other parts of 
Canada. . > i 

What has impressed the authorities, 
here most of all is the remar le 
facility with which Canadian firms 
have converted their plant for the pur- 
pose of making war munitions. It 
has’ been warmly appreciated on all 
sides, and, in the view of my inform- 
ant, a rapid and extensive increase in 
the number of war orders placed in 
the Dominion will be seen. 

It is interesting to note that neith- 
er. the government of France nor of 
Russia had any conception of what 
the manufacturers of Canada could. 
do in this way,, and what they have 
done in the last few months has sur- 
prised even the home government, 
who now appreciate how splendidly 
they have coped with new conditions,

Washing Soldiers 


Men From Trenches Are Washed by 
the Fifties . 

One side of warfare which has its 
rise from the difficulties of trenen 
fighting is the necessity of washing 
t’ men after they have cerved a term 
in the.mud and water with which the 
ditches are fillea. At the conclusion 
of the trench work vleir clothing must 
all be laundered ane they have t&ve 
refitted completely. An officer of the 
British Medical Corps in a letter .o 
|the London Times says: 

“Yesterday I had a new job. I have 
been put with my thirty-six bearers in 
a brewery, and our job is this: Whena 
brigade comes out of the trenches the 
men are very muddy and dirty. We 
have to see to the washing or the 


men. They are *o come in to me by 
tties. They go up to a big room on 
the seco:.d floor and undress, then 


they all go down to. the basement, 
where there are fifty tubs-of water.’ 
They wash there and then go upstairs 
and dry themselves. 

“Meanwhile their'clothes have been 
taken and sorted out. Those used up 
and torn are destroyed and the re- 
mainder are sorted out and packed in 
a wagon and sent two hundred ; ards 
down the road to another brewery, 
where there are twenty-four washer- 
‘women, who wash and iron all the 
clothes. The men are supplied with 
j all clean things—at first with new, but 
later on those sent to the washer- 
women are ready for use, and so on 
it goes. 

“We start work at eight o’clock to- 
morrow morring and wil! go on until 
five o'clock. without a break; 1,000 
men a day we have got to do. As you 
‘can imagine, we are Very busy. We 
have to scrub the brewery out from 
top to bottom, wash out fifty tubs, and 
we>-are having 2,000 towels, 500 
pounds of soap, twelve acetylene 
lamps, 600 pairs of pants, shirts, 
socks, etc., 80 you can see it is a big 
business, 7: ‘ 

“I am jolly well pleased -to get it. 
The boys are working awfully well, 
and we had.a topping dinner yester- 
day, awfully well cooked and I am 
feeling very fit. The guns are boom- 
ing all around us,.and it looks like 
continual lightning at. night.

Should Roumania decide to preak off 
relations with Aus’ria-Hungary, our 
foes will ,ave to reckon with another 
army of 500,000 to 600,000 well trained. 
men. ; 

Military service in Roumanfa is 
compulsory and universal. Young - 
men enter the ranks at the age of ~ 
twenty-one and serve for twenty-one. 
years. 

. The infantry are armed with the 
Mannlicher magazine rifle, and the 
cavalry with Mannlicher carbine. 

King Ferdiiand of Roumania, who 
succeeded his uncie in October last, 
married: in 1893, the eldest daughter 
of the Duke of Edinburgh. Queen 
Marie is, therefore, a first cousin of 
King George, while thruugh her moth- 
er she is a granddaughter of the Em- 
peror Alexander II. of Russia, being 
consequently a cousin of the Czar. 

Queen Marie is .generally regarded 
i3 one of the most beautiful womesa 
in Europe, while the dowager queeg 
“Carmen Sylva,” was a talented poet’
